SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

(b) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this subtitle, the hours for sale
for alcoholic beverages are as follows:

(6) For the holders of a Class B (on—sale) beer, wine and liquor license
sales are permitted:

(1) Monday through Saturday from 7 a.m. through 1:45 a.m. the
following day; and

(1)  Sunday from [12 noon] 10 A.M. through 12 midnight, except
if Christmas Eve or New Year’s Eve is on a Sunday, from [12 noon] 10 A.M. to 2 a.m.
the following day.

July 1, 2012.
